The Court states the issues to be covered and the
prospective outcone for today' s hearing.

Bill Sullivan addresses the Court on the subflow and
met hodol ogy and hi s suggested resol ution.

Jim Callahan and Marilyn Cage address the Court on the
current nmenbership, addition and replacenent of nenbers, role
and notice of neetings of the Gla Steering Conmttee. The Gla
River Indian Community is not a nenber of the Steering Committee
but wi shes to becone a nenber.

Lee Leininger, Joe Sparks, and Janet Ronald address the
Court on various issues related to the inplenentation of the De
Mnims Oder in the San Pedro Ri ver Watershed. M. Lei ni nger
offers to submt proposed procedures for the sunmary
adj udication of de mnims water rights and inplenentation of

the Court’s order adopting Special Mster Thorson’s report.

Gregg Houtz reports on the legislative efforts of the
Arizona Departnent of Water Resources to increase its funding.
He reports that a draft of the Kyl Report in the Little Col orado
Ri ver Adjudication is expected in March with a final report to
be released this sumer.

Jan Ronald reports that the Arizona Departnent of Wter
Resources has nmmiled over 15,000 new use summonses in the Gla
Ri ver Adjudication, but |ast year 40% were returned as
undel i ver abl e. In 2001, the return rate was 20% She reports
that the Departnent has done sone field work on the clains
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involved in the PWR 107 case, and has found and indexed all
adj udication materials which are being maintained in a centra
repository.

Jim Callahan inquires about the funding of the Little
Col orado Ri ver Adjudication. Speci al Master Schade states that
| ast sumer he began the process of requesting a general
appropriation of $20,000 for the fiscal year beginning on July
1, 2004, for the Little Colorado River Adjudication.

Patrick Barry, Rodney Lewis and John Wl don address the
Court on the notion of the Gla River Indian Conmunity relating
to the land and water use planning information that nust be
provided to the Department of Witer Resources by January 29,
2003. M. Barry reiterates the United States’ position that the

information should remain confidential, 20% to 30% of the
information is sensitive, and the United States can identify the
docunents it wishes to file under seal. M. Weldon states that

the Gla River Indian Coomunity should file an amended st atenent
of clai mant.

Lee Leininger discusses the issue of whether certain
parties have standing to object and states that this issue
should be heard after the subflow issues have been determ ned.
Bill Sullivan and Bill Staudennaier address the Court as to the
need for a subflow nethodology before determning federa
reserved water rights.

A discussion is held re: Federal reserved rights in State
trust | ands. Graham d ark, Lauren Caster, Jim Callahan, Joe
Spar ks, John Wel don, and Lee Leininger address the Court. The
State of Arizona has filed a notion in the Little Colorado River
Adj udi cation, and discussion is held regarding the need to hear
the notion at this time and the proper procedures for hearing
such a nmotion in both adjudications. M. Caster states that the
federal clains should be heard first. M. Weldon states that
these potential reserved water right clains that could be
substantial cannot be ignored.
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Joe Sparks and Janet Ronald address the Court regarding the
pending notions of the San Carlos Apache Tribe re: the
Departnment’s inplenentation of statutes and full appropriation
of the Gla River system M. Sparks states that the United
States Suprene Court’s opinion in Arizona v. California supports
the full appropriation notion, and the Court should set a
briefing schedule for both notions.

The pending application to approve the settlenent agreenent
bet ween the Roosevelt Water Conservation District and the Gla
River Indian Conmmunity is discussed with coments from Bill
St audenmai er, John Weldon, Bill Anger, Joe Sparks, and Rodney
Lew s. M. Staudenmaier states that the District and the
Community are ready to proceed with the application. M. WIldon
states that this agreenent does not have to be ratified by
Congr ess. M. Anger states that the Cities he represents
believe that this agreenent adversely affects them M. Sparks
states that the agreenent has not been served on other parties.
M. Lewis states that the Community wants this agreenent to be
approved by the Court, but this matter may be heard next year.

Joe Sparks, John Wl don, Gaham dark, and Jim Callahan
di scuss the pending notions of the San Carl os Apache Tribe. M.

Sparks states that the notions can be heard as filed. IVF .
Wel don states that the Salt River Project supports the full
appropriation notion. M. Callahan states that this Court may

not be the best forum to hear this issue and there my be a
guestion as to the Court’s jurisdiction over the Departnent,
which is not a party in the adjudication. M. dark explains
when overappropriati on may exist.
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David Brown, Patrick Barry and Steve Wne address the Court
regarding the St. David Irrigation District and Ponmerene \Wter
Users’ Associ ation cases and the need for a subflow nethodol ogy.
M. Brown states that the rights of these water users should be
determned after an anended San Pedro River Watershed HSR is
prepared, and these clains should be addressed later. M. Barry
states that a subfl ow nethodol ogy is needed before proceeding to
det erm ne these cl ai ns.

Lee Leininger inforns the Court that the Coronado Nationa
Menorial contested case has probably been settl ed.

Lee Leininger and Janet Ronald address the Court re: Tonto
Nati onal Mnunent, which is part of the National Park Service
The United States and the Departnent of Witer Resources are
di scussing how to proceed regarding a possible resolution of the
United States’ wat er right claim and the Departnent’s
preparation of a technical report.

David Brown and Joe Sparks discuss the San Carlos Apache
Reservation HSR and the priorities the Court should assign to
t he adj udi cation of Indian and non-1ndian cl ai ns.
